The musleal event of the Christians 
week will be the singing of Handel's 
oratorio, “The Messiah” by the choir 
of the McDougall Methodist chureh, 
under the leaderehip of V. P. Hunt, 
in the church auditorium at eight 
o'clock this evening. Amidst the gale- 
tles of Christmas and New Years, it 
is particularly fitting that the rellg- 
lous side of these great feast days 
should be celebrated in honor to they; 
Prince of Peace and the Everlasting 
Father. 

In the year 1769, on April 4 and 6, 
the following advertisement appeared 
in the Public Advertiser: 

“At the Theatre Royal in Covent 
Garden, this day will be presented a 
sacred oratorio called “The Messiah,” 
being the last time of performing it 
this season. Pit and boxes to be laid 
together, and no persons to be ad- 
mitted without tickets, which will be 
delivered ‘this day at the office of the 
theatre at half a guinea each, First 
gallery, five shillings; upper gallery, 
three shillings and six pence. Galler- 
jes to be open at half-an-hour after 
four o'clock. Pit and boxes at five. To 
begin at half an hour after = six 
o'clock.” 

On this occasion Handel appeared 
for the last time in public. He played, 
it is said, “apparently in great suffer- 
ing, but when he came to his concerto 
he rallied, and, kindling as he ad- 
vanced, descanted extermporanecousiy 
with his accustomed ability and 
force.” 

It would be impossible to enumer- 
ate the performances of ‘“‘The Mes- 
siah’’ which have taken place since 
that time. There is scarcely a town or 
city in Great Britain in which it has 
not been sung frequently. On the con- 
tinent of Europe it is better known 
than any other musical work written 
for and produced in England. While 
in Canada, the United States, in Aus- 
tralla, in New Zealand, and in South 
Africa the oratorio is as popular as 
in the country of its origin.
